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Eminent  British  Historian  to  Give 

Fifth  President's  Lecture 

Tuesday  11  April  1989 


The  fifth  President's  Lecture  at  St. 
Michael's  will  be  given  on  Tuesday  1 1 
April  1989  at  8:00  P.M.  in  the  Assem- 
bly Hall  in  Brennan  Hall,  by  Sir 
Michael  Howard,  M.C.,  F.B.A., 
C.B.E.,  Regius  Professor  of  Modern 
History  in  Oxford  University.  His 
topic  will  be,  "Structure  and  Process 
in  History.  " 

After  his  education  at  Wellington 
College  and  Christ  Church,  Oxford, 
Sir  Michael  served  in  the  Coldstream 
Guards  in  Italy,  where  he  was  awarded 
the  Military  Cross.  He  taught  History 
at  the  University  of  London  where 
from  1963  to  1968  he  was  Professor  of 
War  Studies.  He  was  then  elected  Fel- 
low of  Higher  Defence  Studies  at  .\11 
Souls  College,  Oxford  and  in  1977  was 
appointed  to  the  Chichele  Chair  of  the 
History  of  War  at  Oxford;  in  1980  he 
succeeded  Hugh  Trevor-Roper  as  the 
Oxford  Regius  Professor  of  Modern 
History.  He  is  President  of  the  Interna- 
tional Institute  for  Strategic  Studies 
and  Vice-President  of  the  Historical 
Society  and  of  the  Council  on  Chris- 
tian Approaches  to  Defence  and  Disar- 
mament; in  July,  1989  he  will  become 
the  first  Robert  H.  Lovett  Professor  of 
Military  History  at  Yale  University.  A 
Fellow  of  the  British  Academy,  the 
Royal  Historical  Society  and  the 
Royal  Society  of  Literature,  Sir 
Michael  was  made  a  Commander  of 
the  British  Empire  in  1977  and  Knigh- 
ted in  1986.  His  The  Franco-Prussian 
War  and  The  Grand  Strategy  were 
award-winning  volumes;  his  other 
publications  include  The  Continental 
Commitment:  the  Dilemma  of  British 
Defence  Policy  in  the  Era  of  the  World

WaH,  War  in  European  History,  Stu- 
dies in  War  and  Peace  and  The  Causes 
of  Wars. 
The  prospect  of  nuclear  war,  the 


moral  dilemmas  ol  statesmen,  thediv- 
i-ion  between  ethics  and  politics, 
between  right  and  exfx-diency,  and  the 
need  for  constantly  renewed  vigilance 
to  establish  a  state  of  peace  have  been 
continuing  concerns  of  this  year's 
President's  Lecturer.  Sir  Michael's 
forthcoming  lecture,  Father  James 
McC/jnica  remarked,  "will  be  a  gen- 
eral reflection  on  the  seeming  direc- 
tion of  historical  development  over 
recent  centuries,  and  of  the  implica- 
tion of  this  for  the  future  of  human 
society.  It  will  be  his  first  considera- 
tion of  history  on  this  broad  and  phi- 
losophical plane,  and  we  may  be  sure 
that  it  will  be  marked  by  the  same 
energy,  precision,  and  moral  insight 
that  has  distinguished  all  of  his 
career."

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Alumnus  Vernon  Bourke  2T8  Honoured  at 
St.  Michael's  Theology  Convocation 


A  crowded  St.  Basil's  Church  was 
die  setting  for  die  thirty-fourth  annual 
Theology  Convocation  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  St.  Michael's  College  on  26 
November  1988.  Ninety-three  students 
received  advanced  or  basic  degrees  or 
diplomas  from  Father  James  McCon- 
ica,  Vice-Chancellor  and  President  of 
the  University  of  St.  Michael's,  who, 
accompanied  by  the  Honourable  John 
B.  Aird,  Chancellor  of  the  University 
of  Toronto,  presided  over  the 
ceremony. 

St.  Michael's  honoured  three  men 
whose  illustrious  careers  have  contrib- 
uted greatly  to  the  Christian  intellec- 
tual life  in  Canada  and  the  United 
States.  Most  Reverend  Maxim  Herma- 
niuk,  C.Ss.R.  Metropolitan  for 
Ukrainian  Catholics  in  Canada,  and 
Canon  Eugene  Fairweather,  Noble 
Professor  Emeritus  of  Divinity,  Trin- 
ity College,  U  of  T,  each  received  an 
honorary  Doctor  of  Divinity;  Profes- 
sor Vernon  Bourke,  Professor  Emeritus 
of  Philosophy,  St.  Louis  University, 
received  the  degree  Doctor  of  Sacred 
Letters.  Professor  Bourke  graduated 
with  a  B.A.  in  Philosophy  from  St. 
Michael's  in  1928  and  then  degrees  of 
M.A.  and  PhD  from  the  University  of 
Toronto.  He  was  one  of  the  first  stu- 
dents of  the  newly-founded  Institute  of 
Medieval  Studies,  where  his  teachers 
included  Father  Henry  Carr,  Monsig- 
nor  Gerald  Phelan,  and  Etienne  Gil- 
son.  He  lectured  at  St.  Michael's  after 
his  degree  studies  until  he  accepted  an 
appointment  to  St.  Louis  University 
where  he  continued  until  his  retire- 
ment in  1975.  In  retirement  he 
remained  active  and  was  for  some 
years  Director  of  the  Centre  for  Tho- 
mistic  Studies  in  Houston,  Texas.  He 
is  one  of  the  most  prolific  authors 
among  St.  Michael's  graduates;  his 
work  in  ethics  is  admired  internation- 
ally, and  his  studies  of  St.  Augustine 
and  St.  Thomas  Aquinas  have  signifi- 
cantly contributed  to  the  understand- 
ing and  appreciation  of  those 
thinkers. 

The  alumni  offer  congratulations 
to  Professor  Bourke  and  laud  the  Col- 
lege's decision  to  honour  such  a 
worthy  graduate.

He  last  visited  St.  Michael's  in  June 
1988  to  celebrate  the  fiftieth  anniver- 
sary of  his  graduation.  He  rejoiced 
with  his  classmates,  colleagues  and 
confreres,  and  preached  at  the  Reun- 
ion Mass,  reminding  us  of  the  impor- 
tance of  a  Community  of  Faith  in  our 
lives  and  recalling  with  warmth  the 
sense  of  community  he  experienced  at 
St.  Michael's.  That  homily  was  one  of 
the  last  public  addresses  he  gave.

In  the  past  seven  months  death  has 
taken  three  Basilian  priests  who  grad- 
uated from  St.  Michael's  and  whose 
work  reflects  the  motto  of  the  Basilians 
and  the  rich  variety  of  the  Church's 
mission.  Their  lives,  like  the  lives  of  so 
many  St.  Michael's  graduates,  reflect 
the  spirit  and  traditions  of  the  College. 

Father  Joseph  Dorsey  died  in 
Rochester,  N.  Y.,  on  28  December  after 
four  months  in  hospital.  A  graduate 
from  St.  Michael's  in  1938,  a  member 
of  the  English  Department  and  a  Resi- 
dent Prefect  here  from  1947  to  1961, 
Father  Dorsey  brought  hope,  joy, 
knowledge,  encouragement,  common 
sense  and  a  firm  belief  in  God  and  the 
Catholic  Faith  into  the  lives  of  those 
he  met  through  teaching,  coaching, 
counselling,  educational  adminstra- 
tion  and  politics.  His  interest  in  life 
and  people  was  indeed  catholic.  His 
talents  were  many,  and  he  used  them 
enthusiastically  and  to  the  full  in  the 
service  of  others,  whether  at  St. 
Michael's  or  in  Rochester,  N.Y.,  where 
he  was  stationed  for  twenty-seven 
years  at  St.  John  Fisher  College  and 
Christ  the  King  parish.  Letters  written 
from  Japan,  the  United  States  and 
Canada  by  St.  Michael's  alumni  who 
heard  of  his  death  attest  to  Father  Dor-

the  cancer  he  had  fought  for  over  four 
years  returned  and  finally  confined 
him  to  hospital  where,  characteristi- 
cally, he  ministered  to  others  by  his 
words  and  the  example  of  his  Faith, 
patience  and  peaceful  manner.

Father  David  Bauer  graduated  from 
St.  Michael's  in  1949  and  Father 
Gerald  McGuigan  in  1950.  Both  had 
remarkable  careers  that  began  with 
teaching:  Father  Bauer  at  St.  Michael's 
College  School  and  later  at  St.  Mark's 
College  in  the  University  of  British 
Columbia;  Father  McGuigan  at  St. 
Mark's  College  also,  with  Father 
Bauer  for  several  years,  and  at  Erindale 
College  and  St.  Michael's  Faculty  of 
Theology     in     the     University     of

Toronto. 

David  Bauer's  athletic  abilities  and 
his  convictions  about  the  importance 
of  education  led  him  into  the  world  of 
hockey.  The  articles  that  appeared  in 
newspapers  across  Canada  at  his  death 
on  9  November  made  clear  the  extraor- 
dinary contribution  he  had  made  to 
international  amateur  hockey.  He  has 
been  rightly  called  the  Father  of  Cana- 
da's National  Team.  His  approach  to 
that  project,  and  his  continuing  con- 
cern, was  that  of  a  great  teacher  work- 
ing always  for  the  spiritual, 
intellectual  and  physical  development 
of  his  players.  In  a  sense,  he  developed 
a  "counter  culture"  by  opposing  the 
commercial  exploitation,  violence 
and  over-emphasis  on  winning  (he 
wanted  fiercly  to  win,  but  winning 
was  not  everything)  that  was  threaten- 
ing the  proper  role  of  sport  in  human 

development.

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Monika  Hellwig's  1988  John  M.  Kelly  Lecture: 

A  Report

When  Monika  Hellwig  arrived  to 
present  the  ninth  John  M.  Kelly  Lec- 
ture in  Brennan  Hall  on  3  November 
she  was  amazed  at  the  capacity  crowd. 
Knowing  the  popularity  of  both  the 
lecture  series  and  the  speaker,  her  aud- 
itors were  not.  Nor  were  expectations 
disappointed  as  the  Georgetown  lec- 
turer skillfully  and  caringly  explored 
dimensions  of  her  theme:  the  context 
in  which  theological  discourse  is 
developing  in  the  Catholic  church. 
The  title  of  her  talk,  "Between  Chal- 
lenge and  Opportunity,"  suggested 
crisis  concerns.  Her  informed  and  crit- 
ical manner  of  address  did  not  flinch 
before  the  problematic  aspects  of  these 
concerns  but  succeeded  in  locating 
these  difficult  questions  in  a  hopeful 
theological  and  pastoral  context  of 
present  and  future  possibility. 

Professor  Hellwig  began  by  discuss- 
ing five  conditions  influencing  the 
way  in  which  theology  is  being  done, 
and  then  demonstrated  some  six  unre- 
solved problems.  She  spoke  of  the  dif- 
ficulties flowing  from  the  interaction 
of  religious  questions  and  mass  media 
but  noted  that  this  interaction  pro- 
vided an  atmosphere  which  encour- 
aged broader  participation  in 
theological  dialogue.  She  perceives 
Catholics  of  the  post- Vatican  II  period 
as  living  with  more  than  one  model  of 
Church,  and  more  than  one  way  of 
'doing'  theology.  This  complicates  the 
task  of  presenting  the  work  of  theolo- 
gians in  a  clear  manner.  As  well,  the 
twin  factors  of  ecumenism  and  plural- 
ism, while  encouraging  emergence 
from  a  more  defensive,  isolated  intel- 
lectual and  spiritual  world,  have  pres- 
ented real  challenges  for  Catholics.  At 
this  point  the  lecturer  raised  two  ques- 
tions. First,  she  inquired  as  to  whether 
we  have  really  responded  to  the 
demands  of  deep  conversation 
required  by  ecumenical  dialogue. 
Secondly,  she  wondered  whether  we 
have  come  to  feel  at  home  in  conversa- 
tions   creased    by    considerations   of 


relativity — whether  in  respect  to  a 
scientific  comprehension  of  physical 
reality,  or  to  the  socio-critical  dia- 
logues between  theology  and  the 
social  sciences.  Finally,  Doctor  Hel- 
lwig examined  current  publishing 
patterns  and  explored  the  difficulties 
attending  communication  of  research 
and  reflection,  including  the  sheer 
volume  of  material.  Here  she  emphas- 
ized the  importance  of  maintaining  a 
balance  in  study  between  the  classical 
theological  and  spiritual  works  of  our 
tradition  and  the  materials  emerging 
from  contemporary  reflection. 

The  concluding  section  of  the  talk 
explored  unresolved  aspects  of  ques- 
tions attending  the  work  of  theologi- 
ans today.  These  include  considera- 
tions of  the  relationship  between 
theologians  and  the  teaching  magiste- 
rium  and  the  difficulties  attending 
attempts  to  determine  the  "sensus  fide- 
lium."  A  third  area  of  concern 
involves  the  question  of  the  tension 
between  theological  reflection  in  the 
local  Church  and  in  the  universal 
Church;  and  a  fourth,  the  secular 
society's  search  for  sustaining  values 
and  the  need  to  convey  religious  con- 
cerns to  this  society  in  a  convincing 
manner.  A  fifth  area  deals  with  the 
necessity  of  holding  for  orthodoxy 
while  developing  the  dimensions  of 
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hopeful  theological  discourse  in  this 
time  and  place.  The  speaker's  last  con- 
cern dealt  with  dimensions  of  interac- 
tion among  theologians  themselves, 
including  methodologies,  areas  of 
investigations,  and  patterns  of 
rewards. 

To  these  difficult,  frequently  con- 
tentious and  sometimes  divisive 
issues.  Professor  Hellwig  brought  a 
mind  that  is  theologically  critical  and 
historically  accurate,  and  a  manner 
which  is  contemplative,  reflective,  and 
gracious.  Had  Father  Kelly  been  phys- 
ically present  for  the  discussion  which 
ensued,  one  thinks  he  would  have  had 
some  questions  to  offer.  One  knows 
that  he  would  have  appreciated  the 
intelligence  of  the  lecturer,  been  stim- 
ulated by  the  exact  and  engaging  lec- 
ture, and  pleased  by  the  compelling 
conversation.

Teach  Me  Goodness,  Discipline  and  Knowledge 
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deeply  moved  by  the  hunger  he 
observed  in  many  areas  he  visited. 
After  years  of  thought,  planning  and 
consultation  with  the  Basilian  general 
administration,  he  left  his  academic 
appointment  and  founded,  in  con- 
junction with  others,  the  Institute  for 
the  Study  and  Application  of  Inte- 
grated Development.
